from the foregoing, it appears that the 
increase of the taxable property of the State 
for the year ending October 10. 1860, over 
1859, was $23,356,804. Yet owing to the 
large appropriations of the last Legislature, 
and the extraordinary expenses of its sev- 
eral called and adjourned sessions, as well 
as to the failure of sheriffs to collect and 
pay into the treasury the revenue, I was 
compelled to borrow, under the acts of the 
Legislature herein referred to, the sum of 
$200,000 from the sinking fund. And after 
that sum was exhausted in meeting the de- 
mands upon the treasury an arrangement 
was made with the Bank of Kentucky for 
$00 000 more, for which no bond was 
executed.

Executions have been issued against the 
eheriffs of the different counties from which 
the above amount is due for a greater por- 
tion of it, and are now in the bands of the 
sheriffs for collection, but from the unset- 
tled condition of the country and the 
scarcity of money, no estimate of the amount 
that, will be paid can be made. 

From the ruin of trade, the destruction 
of confidence, and the breaking up of our 
commercial relations, our banks and capi- 
talists have been compelled to protect them- 
selves by withdrawing from circulation an 
immense amount of money needed to carry 
on the business of tbe people, and that, too, 
at a time when their assistance was most 
needed. These causes have rendered it im- 
possible for the Sheriffs to collect the bal- 
ance above reported. Some of the Sheriffs 
have resigned, rather than make further 
efforts to collect Property has been adver. 
Used again and again in many places, and 
put up at auction to be sold, but there were 
no bidders. In other instances great sac 
rifices have been made in consequence of 
the scarcity of money. In some counties 
threats have been made against the officers 
and resistance to the laws have been threat- 
ened, rather than suffer tbe sacrifice of 
sales. I have deemed it my duty to say this 
much in paliation of the oonduct of the 
Sheriffs in not collecting and paying into the 
treasury the outstanding revenue. 

Of the loan of $80,600 referred to in- a 
previous message as contracted by me from 
the banks, $57,659 48, the amount unex- 
pended in my hands, was transferred to the 
credit of the Military Board. The balance 
was employed In the purchase of arms, mu- 
nitions, &o . and all of which is now the 
property of tbe State. For the loan the 
bonds cf the State have been executed by 
tbe Military Board, as authorized by an act 
of tbe Legislature, whioh will be explained 
more fully in the report of the Board, here 
referred to. I recommend that provision 
be made for the payment of the principal 
and semi annual interests of these bonds. 
In this report I would particularly call 
your attention to the seizure of a large 
quantity of the public arms, and our efforts 
to repossess them from our citizens after 
they were returned from Tennessee. Forty- 
four stand of arms were also seized by some 
unknown and lawless persons and taken to 
Camp Boone, in the same State. The com- 
manding officer, upon demand made for 
them, replied be was ready to deliver them 
to an authorized agent, upon proof of their 
identity, and that they were the property 
of the State. 

An increase in the taxation of the taxable 
property of the State is recommended to 
provide for the payment of the indebtedness 
hereinbefore referred to, and the deficien- 
cies in the revenue occasioned by a decrease 
in the value of property and the increase ef 
expenditures. Kentucky has suffered far 
less than many of the States up to this date, 
and our people will bear the necessary 
burthen with cheerfulness.

It appears the total amouut of sinking 
fund, August 1st, I8G1, was $568,606 44 
The investments made by the State, now 
uncertain, to meet the debt, amount to 
$4 830,474 90. From this statement it will 
be readily observed that the Slate debt has 
been greatly reduced within the last two 
years, and the resources are amply suffi- 
cient to meet the balance as it falls due. 

The commissioners of the sinking fund 
have been calling in the loan from individ- 
uals in such installments as would not 
oppress the debtors with the view of having 
the means on hand of purchasing the bonds 
of the State before they fall due, and as 
they were offered at the current rates; but 
such has been the high character and credit 
of the Commonwealth, at a time of revolu- 
tion and civil war, that but few, compare 
lively, havo been offered in the markets of 
the country under par. or at a serious sao 
rifice to the holders. It is a matter of just 
pride and pleasure, at such a time as this, 
that our banka and the finances of the State 
have been so managed, under the most 
alarming events, and the most embarrassing 
circumeiauccs, as to effect our credit, per- 
haps less than any State in the Union. 

auditor’s office. 

In view of the increasing business of this 
office, I deem it my duty to recommend an 
additional allowance of money for the 
employment of more clerks. I am informed 
by the laborious and highly competent head 
of this department that it is impossible for 
him, with the present number of clerks, to 
perform the duties of the office with that 
dispatch that the necessities of the country 
require.

SCHOOL FUND.

The whole number of children reported 
to the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
by the county commissioners for the school 
year ending December 31, 1860, is 286,370, 
a larger number than ever reported before. 
Of these, the highest number of children 
actnaliy attending the district schools was 
165.5.34; the lowest number at school was 
53,387; and the average nnmber attending 
school 107,219 The number of district 
schools reported for the past year is 4,696 

A comparisou of the above returns with 
these of former years will very strikingly 
attest the prosperity of our common school 
system. It will reveal a very marked and 
gratifying increase in the number of chil- 
dren actually attending school and receiving 
the benefits of education. It is in this 
channel that increase is most to be desired ; 
and will be, in its effects, most vitally im- 
portant. It must be a matter of sincere 
congraiulation to all who have been instru- 
mental in founding and sustaining a system 
of popular education in this Commonwealth 
to witness the rapid progress and continued 
prosperity of this important and increasing 
interest. Too much praise cannot be 
awarded to the able and accomplished 
Superintendent of Publio Instruciioa for 
his unceasing efforts in the management 
and perfection of the system. 

BANKS. 

I hazard nothing in saying that our 
hanks, looking to their safety and the in- 
terests of the stockholders, have been man 
aged with great caution and prudence. Their 
circulation had been reduced in the last 
eighteen months from thirteen millions to 
less than seven millions, as shown by their 
reports. They have sdforded, under the 
judicious management of the managers, a 
sound, safe, and uniform currency, at all 
times convertible into gold and silver, and 
are now able te meet all the heavy demands 
made upon them in the same coin. It is to 
be regretted that their own safety demanded 
the heavy reduction in the oircnlation so 
much ne^ed by the industry and products 
of the Stale; but the condition of the whole 
country made it unavoidable. 

CUARIT.tBLB INSTITUTIONS. 

Since the burning of the Western Lunatic 
Asylum at Hopkinsville, the patients have 
been greatly reduced in number, but have 
been as comfortably provided for as oircum 
stances would permit. I deem it of the 
highest importance that a liberal appro- 
priation be made by the Legislature for the 
oompletion of the building. 

The Eiostern Lunatio Asylum, under the 
management of its accomplished and tal 
anted Superintendent, is in a highly pros- 
perous condition, and is daily improving; 
Wt the hospital accommodations for these 
helpless and unfortunate persons are totally 
inadequate. The institution is now crowded. 
The house has suitable acoommodaiions for 
225 patients, the nnmber assigned by law 
They have now 239 under treatment, 14 
over their number; and the number is uol 
objectionable, if they had additional room 
An addition for 100 patients in this asylum, 
when the Western Lunatic Asylum is rebuilt, 
will afford all the accommodation required 
by the loua’dos of the State. The disturbed, 
unhappy and embarrassed condition of the 
j State may forbid it; but the most terrible 
of all human maladies under whioh these 
unfortunates labor, impose a duty upon me 
to ask that relief for them from a generous, 
humane, and enlightened Legislature, which 
their condition requires. The means ap- 
propriated by the last Legislature to build 
a kitchen and bakery disconnected from the 
main buildings, have rendered them secure 
from fire. These buildings ore nearly 
completed; and had similar precautions 
been adopted at the Western Asylum, ao- 
oordiug to the repeated suggestions of the 
Board of Managers, the State would not 
now be called oa to replace the building to 
which we have called your attention. The 
annual report of these institutions will be 
received on the 1st of October, when I will 
take pleasure in laying them before your 
honorable body. 

It is with more than ordinary degree of 
f satisfaction and pride that 1 invite your 
’attention to the success of the last of the 
charities of the State established by the 
Legislature. I refer you to the report of 
the indefatigable and highly oompetent 
Superintendent of that institution, at the 
late called seEsion cf the Legislature, for 
information on this subject. Many, perhaps 
most persons, doubted the success of the 
enterprise when it was recommended by 
me. 

The experiment has far more than met the 
expectations of its most sanguine friends. 
I iuTite particular attention to its manage- 
ment. as it is located in a beautiful grove 
near the city, which can be visited in a walk 
for exercise during the session. I hazard 
little in sayiug that there are few, very few, 
oases of imbecility not susceptible of such 
improvement as will enable them to take 
care of themselves, and make them oompar 
atively useful members of that society to 
which they were objects of loathsomeness 
Last October the commissioners contracted 
with Messrs. Cook & Brawner, of the city 
of Frankfort, to put the building under 
roof, &o. They will complete the contract 
in a few days, I have been informed, in 
which the balance of the appropriation of 
the last Legislature will be exhausted, the 
sum of $6,^)0 having been expended in the 
purchase of the farm and buildings where 
it is located. For its completion it will 
require the appropriation of a further sum, 
whioh I recommend, estimated at $9,200.

It is too early to receive the regular 
reports from the Deaf and Dumb aud the 
Blind Asylums, but I will submit them at 
an early day after they are received for 
your inspection. No two institutions could 
be more faithfully or suoceisfully managed 
to accomplish the great purposes for whioh 
they are designed, sal I commend them to 
your care and protection. 

PENITENTIARY. 

The report of the keeper of the Peniten- 
tiary will be transmitted to you. The build- 
lugs ordered to be erected by the Legislature 
are nearly oompletrd in acoordance with 
the requirements of the law. The prison 
ie in good condition, and in all respects well 
managed. The efficient leseee, owing to the 
prostration of trade emd the destruotiun of 
the legitimate fruits of the labor employed, 
may suffer serious loss. 

I have thus endeavored as briefly as pos- 
sible to present a true statement of the 
condition of the State. It ia a source of 
pride and just oongratulation that our re- 
soHroes, with abundant crops, are compar- 
atively greater, our burdens less, and our 
fcediifar better thta many of our sifiter 



States. I eongratnlate you that our policy 
has been such as to preserve the peace at 
home, and thus far to save ui from being 
involved ia the peading war. No ">*■» 
eoatemplate the strife now raging between 
the hostile sections without shuddering. 
Nor one can think of war among oureelven 
without horror, if possible, let ns avoid 
■peh a osdamity. Can we do it? Can we 
maintain our present position? Ail phiiaa- 
thropists, patriots, and Christians wul eerae 
up in earnest to the good work. Let us 
preserve inviolate our poeitioa of neutrali. 
ty, and it is accomplished. That p'>sition is 
our only hope. If it be invnded from one 
pide, it will be violated on the other, and 
Kentucky will become the dark aud bloody 
battle-ground of the warring sections. 

FRDEE.4.L EBL.\TION8. 

Looking to the Constitution of the United 
States, the nature of our institutions, the 
philosophy of their eonstmotion, and the 
causes of this war, 1 think Kentucky has a 
right to assume a neutral position. Ken- 
tucky had no agency in the organization 
and fostering of that sectional party in the 
free States which has proven so disastrous 
to the Union, nor did she approve the sepa- 
rate tc’.ion and secession of the Southern 
States at that time. We are not responsible 
for the war, and onght not to be invoked by 
either section to involve her people or the 
State in the struggle. Moreover, our rela- 
tions are such as to leave to the State no 
other position. The President* of the Uni- 
ted States and the Confederate States are 
her children, both natives of Kentncky. 
Many of the chief actors on both sides are 
Kentuckians. Our people have time and 
again manifested and proven their love for 
and loyalty to the Union; but it cannot be 
controverted that their sympathies, trade, 
associations, ties of blood, and friendship, 
their institutions and interests, are mainly 
identified with the South. The Northwestern 
and Southern States are peopled with our 
kindred. Neither party ought to expect 
Kentucky at this time to abandon her choeen 
position of neutrality, and engage in the 
war against her brethren and friends, and 
in violence te the eympathies, feelings, and 
convictions of her people. Especially 
ought not this to be asked or expect^ when 
it is manifest that, owing to the division 
among oar people, Kentucky, while bene- 
fitting neither party, would herself become 
a prey to civil war, the very acme of all 
social or political oalamities. Let os, then, 
labor to avert the impending ruin. Let u* 
preserve our position of neutrality as the 
only anchor of peace, of hope, and cf safety. 
Thus may we avert civil war, and save our 
soil from the desolation of the oonfiiot of 
hostile armies. 

Uniil recently, the neutrality of Kentucky 
has not been serionsly aggressed upon by 
either of the belligerent powers, ^wless 
raids upon oar soil have been Buffered froot 
both sides, private property has been eeized, 
our commerce interrupted, and oar trade 
destroyed. These wrongs have been borne 
by our citizens with great patience, and 
reparation obtained in all cases where it was 
possible. But recently a military force has 
been organized, equipped, and encamped 
in the central portion of the State, the 
officers are eommissioned by, and aot under, 
the authority of the President of the United 
States, and the soldiers of which are sw*rm 
into the Federal service. The anthorities 
of the Stale were not consulted in thismove- 
ment. It was done but a short time before 
the assembling of a Legislature fresh from 
the people, and into whose hands and keep- 
ing has been committed the policy and 
destinies of the Commonwealth. Under 
what provision of the Constitution, by 
what laws of Congress or this State the 
Federal Go-remment has proceeded to raise 
volunteers in Kentnoky, and quarter an ar- 
my in onr midst, I do not know. For what 
purpose their army is encamped in our 
State, what good is expected to result from 
its presence, and what the plea of polioy or 
necessity which has induced the President 
and his advisors to disregard the thrice 
chosen positicn of neutrality on the part of 
our people, 1 am not advised. Is any 
protection needed ia Kentucky which the 
representatives of the people cannot afford? 
Do a majority of the oitizeas of the State 
desire tbe presence cf a Federal army in the 
State? I tfaiak not. Is there a larger force 
needed? Increase it. Is the present law 
defective? Alter it — amend it — give it effi- 
ciency. Place a sufficient army in the field 
if need be, to make our position respected; 
but let it be done under the laws and Con- 
stitution of Kentucky. I recommend that 
the law of last spring be so amended as to 
enable the Military Board to borrow a 
sufficient sum of money to purchase the 
.arms and munitions of war for our defense. 

Soon after the organization and encamp- 
ment of this force in the State, I commis- 
sioned two gentlemen of Lexington, Messrs. 
W A. Dudley and F. K. Hunt, to proceed 
(0 Washington City, to urge upsn the Pres- 
ident either the disoanding of this force or 
its removal beyond the limits of the State. 

I also commissioned Mr. Geo. W. Johnson, 
of Scott county, to proceed to Richmond, 
Va., and urge upon the Preeident of the 
Confederate" Statee a oontinned obeervanee 
of our position. The report of the oommla- 
sioners, with the entire oorrespondence upon 
the subject, ia herewith submitted. In this 
connection, I snbmit a correspondense be- 
tween the Governor of Tennessee and 
myself on the same subject. 

In bis response to my communication, 
the President ef the United States says he 
has “acted upon the argent solicitation of 
I many Kentuckians, and in accordance with 
what he believed to be the srish of a majority 
of our people,” and that he does *'not believe 
it :9 the popular wish of Kentucky that the 
force shall be removed.” Thus impreeeed 
88 to tbe wish of the people of Keutuoky, 
he respectfully declined to comply with my 
re')ues‘t. The inference seems to be fkir, 
that, if a'I'rised of the wish of the people of 
Kentucky for the removal of this foroe, the 
President would comply ■with it. 

Believing that a large majority of the 
people of Kentucky, including a majority of 
the Union men, never desired the establish- 
ment of these camps, and now desire their 
removal, that the preeeece of this military 
force in our midst is wi'hout the sanotion 
of the people or the authority of the Con- 
stitution, and that unless removed, onr 
peopie will be sooner or later embroiled in 
the war, I recommend that you pass resolu- 
tions requesting the disbanding, or Removal 
from the State, of any and all military 
bodies not under the authority of the State. 
The tone of the letter of the Presideat 
indicatee that ho will respect your will in 
shapiog'ihe policy of the State; and if duly 
advised by you through resolutious, 1 ean 
not doubt that this most alarming cause of 
excitement and danger to the peace of the 
Commonwealth will be removed. Kentackj

Harris informed the 
Governor that the landing of troops of the 
Confederate States at Hickman, Kentucky, 
was without his knowledge and contrary to 
his wishes, and that he had telegraphed to 
President Davis requesting their with- 
drawal. 

The dispatch of Gen. Grant informed the 
Legislature of the landing of those troops, 
and of their proceeding to fortify them, 
selves there and at Chalk Bluffs. 

The dispatches were referred to a select 
committee, consisting of Messrs. M. P. 
xMarshall, Read, Johnson, Baker, Robin- 
son, and Pennebaker, with instructions to 
report to-morrow at ten o’clock. 

Mr. Johnson offered a series of resolu 
tioLS in relation to neutrality, and forbid 
ding the encamping of troops of either 
party on the soil of Kentucky, and also 
forbidding the passage of troops of either 
party through Kentucky, and disapproving 
of Gen Fremont’s proclamation, &o. 

The resolutions lie one day on the table; 
ordered to be printed. 

A resolution was adopted ordering the 
usual number of copies of the Governor’s 
message to be printed. 

A resolution was adopted fixing the time 
of meeting at ten o’clock after to-morrow. 

The Senate then adjourned until twelve 
o’clock to-morrow. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES.

House was organized, and ready to proceed 
to business; also, that they had, in con- 
junction with a committee on the part of 
the Senate, waited upon the Governor and 
informed him that both branches of the 
Legislature were organized, and ready to 
receive any communication he might have 
to make, and were informed by his Excel 
lency that he would, in a short time, send 
in a message in writing to eaoh House. 

Petitions and memorials were presented 
by Messrs. Burnam, Andrews, Downing, and 
Mr. Speaker (Buckner). 

A message was reeeivedfrom the Governor 
by Mr. Monroe, Secretary of State. 

Also, a message from Isham Harris, 
Governer of Tennessee, which ir as follows.

The Confederate troops that landed at 
Hickman last night did so without my 
knowledge or consent, and, I am satisfied, 
without the knowledge or consent of the 
President. I have telegraphed to President 
Davis, urging their immediate withdrawal.

The Speaker laid before the House the 
following telegraphic dispatch, viz : 

Caibo. Sept 5, 1861. 

To Speaker of House and President of Senate: 

I regret to inform you that Confederate 
forces, in considerable numbers, have in 
vaded territory ot Kentucky, and are occu- 
pying and fortfyiog strong position at 
Hickman and Chalk Bluffs.

They were ordered to be. printed, and the 
Clerk directed to communicate the message 
and dispatches to the Senate.

Mr. Burnam offered a resolution referring 
the different subjects embraced in the 
Governor’s message to appropriate com- 
mittees, which was adopted.

E. Baker, of Adair county. 

Mr. Clay — A bill to amend the several acts 
concerning the Board of Education of the 
Kentucky Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Chnroh, South. 

Mr. W. C Anderson — A bill to establish 
an additional voting place in Boyle county. 

Same — A bill to amend the law in rela 
tion to grand jurors. 

Mr. Cleveland — A bill to authorize the 
State Board of Agriculture to dispense with 
holding the fair for the present year. 

Mr. Proctor — bill for the benefit of F, 
M. Demombrum and others of Edmunson 
county. 

Mr. Yeaman — A bill to amend the several 
acts in relation to registration of births, 
marriages, and deaths. 

Mr. Allen offered a resolution appropri- 
ating $100 each to Clint. McClarty, late 
clerk ef the House, and J. C. Wickliffe, late 
clerk of the Senate, for their attendance 
and organizing the present Senate and 
House of Representatives. 

Mr. Elliott offered an amendment allow- 
ing $50 to W, N. Robb, Sergeant-at-Arns 
of the last House, for services rendered the 
present House. .Adopted. 

The resolution as then amended was 
adopted — yeas 98, nays 0. 

Mr. W. C. Anderson offered a resolution 
appointing a committee of one from each 
Congressional district, to report a bill 
laying off the State into eight Congressional 
districts, which was adopted. 

A message was received from the Gov- 
ernor, by Mr. Monroe, Secretary of State, 
transmitting a correspondence between 
Gov. Magoffin and Gov. Harris, in relation 
to the capture of the S. B Orr and her 
detention in the Tennesse river. Uovernor 
Harris informed Governor Magoffin that 
the boat was subject to the order of Gov. 
Magoffin. Gov. Magoffin has appointed an 
agent to receive the boat and cargo and 
deliver the same to the original owners 
thereof. 

Mr. Huston — A bill to authorize the 
State Board of Agriculture to dispense with 
their fair for the present year. Passed.

U, I believe, at this time, the onlj State in 
the Union where the Constitution and the 
laws of the conntrj, both State and nation- 
al, are respected. We ;et enjoj the free- 
dom of speech and the press. Our State is 
yet a eafe retreat from the oppressions of 
both sections. Let us cling to our position 
and policy as the only hope of peace and 
safety. 

The eontineed introduetion of Federal 
gunsinte the State, and their distribution 
to private citizens, unwarranted by law, is 
another source of constant irritation, and a 
fruitful cau«e of violence and trouble You 
eonld, in no way, more effectually oontrib- 
nte to the maintenance of peace within 
the State than by arresting this prolific 
sonroe of excitement, irritation, and vio- 
lence. 

Numerous cases of aggressions upon 
private rights by both the belligerent gov- 
ernments have been reported to me, but in 
many cases I have had no right or power to 
afford the redress claimed. The seizure of 
the steamers “W. B. Terry” by a Federal 
gunboat from Cairo, the ‘ Orr” by private 
parties, who have carried her into Tennes- 
see. and of the “Pocahontas” by Confed- 
erate soldiers, are referred to as cases of 
recent occurrence. To embody the reports 
in reference to all those oases of wrong, 
would swell this paper beyond its proper 
dimensions. In reference to the two ca«es 
of seizure of the stcaajers “Terry” and 
“Orr,” 1 submit (he report of l>r, John M. 
Johnson, and a letter from Governor Ishaiu 
Q. Harris, of Tennessee, to both of which 
ysur attention is invited In this connec- 
tion I men* ion also a case of recent violence 
in Harrison county, involving the killing of 
one mao and the wounding of another. My 
order to General Crittenden, and his prompt 
and ready execution of it, as shown by his 
report, are submitted to you I would re- 
commend this whole subject to your atten- 
tion, and do not doubt that in your wisdom 
yon will take seme action to secure to the 
person and pr^per(y of our citizens the 
much needed protection. 

In regard to our national difficulties, my 
action, from first to last, has been dictated 
by an earnest wish to preserve the neutral- 
ity and peace of Kentucky. I am not 
conscious of any lack of vigilance or effort 
on my part in maintaining the peaceful 
attitude of nrutralitv which the people of 
the State have determined to occupy. The 
very corner stone of the theory of the 
States Rights party, to which I have always 
adhered, is the right of the people of a 
State, by a lawful expression of a majority 
thereof, to determine the policy and the 
relations of the Commonwealth My func- 
tions are purely executive, and I am bound 
by my oa*h of office to carry out the lawful 
will of the people, whether the policy they 
prefer accords with my own views or not. 
The Constitution is the only barrier between 
the people and the Executive which I 
recognixe I was elected Governor by a 
majority of the people, who very well 
knew my political sentiments. Since 
my eUcticn great questions have arisen, 
which, if contemplated in the canvass, it 
was hoped would be settled by adjustment 
in the councils of the Federal 6over,ument; 
and these questions unhappily involve the 
external relations, the peace and prosperity 
of Kentucky. I deprecated the introduc 
tion of these questions, and did all I could 
to avert the issues. Na man lives, or ever 
did live, who more honestly and earnestly 
desired to uphold and perpetuate the Union 
by a fiilbful execution of the Fedei,al Con- 
stitution In the canvass which led to my 
election as Chief Executivo Magistrate of 
the State, I contended tor the principle, to 
which I had ever been faithful, that the peo- 
ple of a State, as a distinct aggregate sovc- 
reignty, bad the rightful authority to 
regulate their internal policy, and to define 
their external relations, according to their 
own pleasure. Since then, the people of 
this State have thrice been summoned to the 
polls, and, according to my interpretation 
of their voles, have expressed themselves 
in favor of preserving the neutrality and 
peace of the State. I have construed these 
expreesicus as signifying that the people 
were not yet prepared to dissolve their 
relation to 'he old Union, and were not to 
bo employed ia any way, dircc ly or indi- 
rectly, as portisans for or against either of 
the belligerents in the unhappy fratricidal 
war between the Federal and Confederate 
States. I have also construed them as em 
phatic refusals to be made the inatraments 
of coercing the people of the seceded States 
by force of armSj I have never been able 
tooonsirue the votes of the people of Ken- 
tneky as meaning that unconstiutional ng 
gressions could be sauctified by any display 
of numerical or military power. The Con- 
Btitution would be a snare, a fraud, a mock 
«ry, if the rights which it undertakes to 
protect may be violated by any majority, 
however Urge 

When a teetional party was enthroned ia 
power, pledged not only not to cease the 
dangerous agitaiion, but to continue it 
regardless of the Constitution and the 
judiciary — when the sectional party had, 
through its representative official leaders, 
announced its purposes to wage an irre- 
pressible conflict till all the States should 
be free or elave Siates, meaning thereby 
that all should be free — even then the states- 
men of Kentucky, earnestly anxious to pre- 
serve and perpetuate the Union and the 
Government established by our fathers, 
presented the olive branch to their North- 
ern brethren, in the form of proposed 
amendments to the Constitution. Those 
amendments, presented by a distinguished 
Senator from Kentucky, proposed no ag 
gressionupou any Northern rights. They 
asked no new rights for the South. They 
simply require! fresh guarantees for ex 
isting rights ; and they demanded less 
for the South than the Supreme Uourt had 
solemnly decided the South to be constitu- 
tionally euiitled to enjoy. Tnese amend- 
ments, accepted by the North, would have 
been satisfactory to the South. The now 
President and the late Secretary of State of 
the Confederate States, then Senators of 
the United States, avowed their willinguess 
to accept the Crittenden amendments as 
satisfactory to the South Their acoeptance 
by the dominant party in Congress would 
have diminished no earthly right or enjoy- 
ment of the North; nor added one earthly 
right to the South, except a pledge of 
future tranquility in the enjoyment of ex- 
isting oonsiitutional rights. The olive 
branch thus tendered was rudely repelled 
by the North. All other proposals of com- 
promise, adjustment, and peace were arro- 
gantly rejected, and the insolent menace 
of coercion was insultingly held w terrorem 
over a free people ! 

Now, I have glanced at these facts as 
pertinent to a correct interpretation of the 
will of the people of Kentucky, signified by 
their late votes- Undoubtedly the people of 
Eentueky are ardently attached to the 
Union established by the fathers and ope- 
rated according to the rule of the Coastita« 
tioiL Undoubtedly, they have meant that 



all civil remedies shall be exhausted before 
they will relenquish the fond hope of its 
restoration and perpetua'isn- Undoubted- 
ly, they have meant to wait the exhaustion 
of all civil remedies before they will even 
consider the question of assuming new 
external relations. 

All this I perfectly understand as the 
sense of the people, and I have cordially 
respected their meaning. But I have never 
understood the proud, and brave, and just 
minded freemen of Kentucky to mean that 
they will tamely submit to uuconstitutional 
aggression upon their tacred rights. I have 
never understood them to renounce the 
sentiment and feeling of sympathy with the 
people of aggrieved sister Stwtes. Nor can 
I interpret any of their expressions to mean 
an approval of the war to subjugate the 
South. Still less oan I construe auy of 
tbeir votes as meaning that they will sub- 
mit themselves as joint instruments in pros- 
ecuting a ooercive war against their Sou'h- 
ern brethren. They have only meant to 
say that they still have some hope of the 
restoration and perpetuation of the Union; 
and until that hope is utterly blasted, they 
will not alter their existing relations. It 
was in this view that they have struggled 
to preserve the neutrality and peace of the 
Stale, and hold her in position to exercise 
a mediatorial office between the belligerents. 
Should all such hopes and offices fail, they 
will then assume such attitude as their own 
judgment may sanction; and they will 
maintain it with the valor and fortitude 
characteristic of Kentuckians. 

Their fiual deoLsiou will be law to me 
Every conaututional act of their lawful 
representatives will bo executed by me with 
as much vigilance and fidelity as if it 
originated in my own brain. No true 
States’ Righ s man can ever set himself in 
factious opposition to the will of the people 
of his State, however honestly he may be 
opposed to her policy. I have no conscious 
ness that, in any thought, word or act of 
mine, I have thwarted ihe lawful purpose 
of the peopls of Kentucky. On tne con 
trary, I have used unceasing vigilance and 
efforts to preserve the neutrality and peace 
of the State. lu proof of this I refer to 
every act of mine, public or private, since 
the day of my inauguration. Some of these 
acts vere reported to the former sessions of 
the Legislature. Others have gone to the 
public in ether forms; and others still are 
herewith reported. And no word or act 
of mine oan be cited inconsistent with 
those now and heretofore reported What- 
ever the rancor of distempered partisans 
may suggest, the judgment of my unim- 
passioned fellow citizens and impartial 
history will render me justice and vindicate 
my motives, acts and good name against 
all unfavorable criticism. 

It is scarcely necessary, but a brief ref- 
erenoo will establish the averments above 
male. I cite the declarations of my inuag- 
ural; the reports and exhibits of all my 
messages; my correspondence with com 
missionars to Kentucky from Southern 
States; my efforts to procure a national 
convention; then to procure a convention of 
of the slave States; then of the Border 
Slava States, then my correspondence with 
the Governers of Ohio and Indiana to keep 
peaoe on our borders; then my endeavor, 
associated with Gen. Thomas L. Orittenden, 
to interpose the mediatorial offices of Ken 
tueky between the beligercnts; the missions 
of General Buckner and Senator Johnson 
to Cairo, Columbus, and Tenuessee; the 
arrangement between Gen. Buckner and 
Gen. McLollan; the assurances I have re- 
ceived, and which have never been violated, 
from the Governor of Tennessee, of his pur 
pose not t.o violate the neutrality of Kentucky; 
the conference between General Buckner 
and the Freeident of the United States; and, 
lastly, though I might cite many other acts, 
all inspired by the same purpose of preser- 
ving our neutrality and peaoe, the missions 
herewith reported to the Federal and Con 
federate Slates. The honest people of 
Kentucky will correctly interpret the spirit 
and purpose of all these acts; nor can 
calumny deny nor malioe successfully distcit 
them. Neither can any act, public or 
private, incousistent witb the spirit and 
purpose of these efforts to preserve the 
peace and neutrality of the State, ever be 
brought home to my door. But my earnest 
endeavors to save the State from the horrors 
of civil war are established by evidences 
which will remain a perfect historio record; 
and which I owe it to my own good name, to 
my fellow-citizens of Kentucky, and to my 
children, to leave among the archives of the 
State. 

The President’s war proclamation, of 
.April 15, in which ha called for 75,000 
militia, was, in my opinion, illegal, even in 
view of the professed objects of the call; 
and I did not then doubt that the real ob- 
ject of it was the prosecution of an un 
constitutional war of coercion against the 
Souih. I did not and oould not hesitate, 
therefore, in returning a peremptory refusal 
to the demand upon ms for Kentucky 
troops. The Constitution of the United 
States must be coa.sfrued rationally. The 
powers given to Congress were not intended 
to be exercised by the President without 
the intervention of Congress For iastanoe, 
the power to declare war is given to Con- 
gress. This implies that tne President 
constitutionally cannot declare war with 
out tbe consent of Congress. The act 
of 1795 was passed by Congress to provide 
for calling forth the miliiia to execute the 
laws of the Union, to suppress insurrec- 
tions, and to repel invasions. Upon a 
careful consiieratiou of this act, it is mani 
fest that the calling /onh of the militia 
contemplated was where there had been a 
judioial investigation, a decision of the court 
and execution awarded, and the power of 
the oourtsand the Marshal’s power not being 
sufficient, ihe President being officially 
informed, should call out the militia. This 
act, therefore, did not authorize the Presi- 
dent to call out 75,000 men, for two reasons: 
first, there had been by the courts no judg 
ment or decision, or efforts on the pari of 
the Marshals to execute the law; second, the 
alleged insurrection consisted of a number 
of States of the Confederacy withdrawing 
from the Union, and could not be ooereed 
back without making war on them; and 
Congress alone having the war-making 
power, and having declined a short 
lime before, after full consideration of 
tho proposition, the President s call was 
the initiatory step to the war which he had 
not the constitutional power to make. If 
part of the States have no other than a 
revolutionaury right to separate from the 
others, it was not provided in the Constitu- 
tion that the remaining States should have 
the right and the power to coerce them 
back, unless it be under the power to de- 
clare and make war, which, it is fair to 
believe, was intended for foreign nations, 
and not a part of our own, as it is a part 
of the history of the Constitution that the 
convention which formed it refused to grant 
the power to coerce back a seceding State. 

This act of 1795 was on the statute book 
when Mr. Webster denied to President 
Jackson the power to call on the military 
foroe of the country to ooeroe the collection 
of tbe revenues in 1883, The history of 
that case shows that the President awaited 



the action of Congress, and did not take any | 
step towards calling oat the militia until | 
specially authorized by Congress. I refused | 
troops, therefore, because, in my judgment, | 
the President’s call was uneonstitulional | 
and without the sanction of law. The I 
President admits, in his message to Con- 1 
gross, that necessity had compelled him to aot | 
without the authority of law, and asks that his j 
acts shall be sanctioned. I could easily shel- 1 
ter myself under a similar plea of necessity. « 
If the necessity of which he speaks was : 
great in his case, it was far greater in mine, I 
because no other policy, in my humble I 
judgment, oould have been pursued by Ken- 
tucky, whioh would have prevented oivU 
war among our own people, and that I re- 
garded as the worst of all calamities. The 
oall for additional forces for the land and 
naval service; the blockades of the South- 
ern seaports; the blookades and embargoes 
established on rivers and reads; the sus- 
pension of the sacred writ of habtat corpus;

eral Fremont, and the total obliiei-ation of 
all State lines and authoriiies; these, and 
that demoralizing, monstrous, and unoon- 
stitutional oonfiscation bill recently passed 
by Congress, make up a record well calcu 
laled to alarm and to startle a free people 
Justly jealous of their rights. 1 have been, 
and am still, unable to give to these aots 
any sort of sanction. They are acts which 
give to the government, intended to be oon- 
duciei according to the Constitution, the 
character, in substance, at once of a usur- 
pation and a despotism. 

In oonsoientiously taking such a view of 
the President’s rule, I have not intended to 
be disloyal to our State or Federal Govern- 
ment. I have refused obedienoe to only 
one demand made on me by the Federal 
authorities, and in that have been sustain- 
ed by the people of Kentuoky and by the 
Constitution of my country. The people 
have snatained me in my recommendation 
against ooeroion, in my recommendation of 
Senator Crittenden’s amendments to the 
Constitution as a settlement of our 
national difficulties, against the ocou- 
pation of our soil by a Federal military 
force, in favor of peace and neutrality, 
and for voting men and money to arm the 
State. And now, addressing mjself to the 
representatives of the people of Kentuoky, 

I protest, in their name and presence, in the 
name of constitutioual liberty, and in pres- 
ence of heaven and earth, against all and 
every of the President’s usurpations and 
unconstitutional and illegal acts; and 1 
protest, furthermore, against the farther 
prosecution of a war professedly for the 
object of restoring the Government, an ob- 
ject utterly impossible of attainment by 
such insane means as a war of coercion ; 
and I protest, moreover, against Kentucky 
being made a campaign ground, or the 
pathway for the movement of forces by 
either belligerent ; and I recommend ear- 
nestly to the General Assembly the prompt 
passage of resolutions requiring both bel- 
ligerents to keep off our soil, and to re- 
spect in good faith the neutrality whioh the 
people of Kentucky, with unexampled 
unanimity, in good faith desire to pre- 
serve. The valor and fortitude of the 
Southern people are underrated by those 
who imagiue that they can be subjected 
to terms of humiliating submission by any 
military force which tbe North can possi- 
bly find means to maintain in the field. It 
is my opinion, therefore, that the General 
Assembly of Kentucky ought to declare, by 
solemn resolution, that this war ought to 
be instantly stopped If it is not, our 
people, already oppressed by taxation, will 
be bankrupted, our markets destroyed, 
our trade ruined, our fields ravaged, every 
home mvle desolate and ia mourning; and 
after the expenditure of all our treasure 
and the loss of a millioa of lives in the 
vain effort to Bubjugate the South, the 
belligerents at last will be compelled to 
negotiate a peace, the people and our child 
ren having been made barbarians, and 
the last hope of liberty extinguished. It 
is the policy of Kentucky to take no part 
in it. She should keep firmly her present 
position of neutrality, and when opportu- 
nity offers, as a mediator, present terms of 
peace and of settlement alike honorable to 
both of tbe contending parties. 

I fubmit tbe whole matter to the wisdom of yonr 
oounseU. Thep ace, po-lttoo, character, and honor of 
the Mate are In yonr k' eplng. Ihe people of the whole 
Oomm •nwealth are looklne to yoa lor protection. The 
minority have aright to the enloyment ot ih-lr polltlcil 
oplnl ma as well aa the majority. You are aware of the 
responHlbilitles that devolv* upon you. I hare confi- 
dence th- expecta'lons of the people will be realized. I 
have confilence the.'e will be unity of purpo^ and una- 
nimity of action on your part. I Implore vou. In the 
attalnmont of ihli all linportaut end. to confide In each 
other— to cultivate relations of a closer friendship— to 
counsel each other affectionately — to Interchamte your 
views coolly, respectfully, and .Tankly, as beco nes 
brother* who hare tbe aame great Interests and patri- 
otic uurp>s-8 in vl»w. Uyliig a.slde all party associations 
in this dread and trying hoar of our history. 

It Is my duty to execute all consttintlonal law.s of 
the Oommonw-'alth, and no mut'er what may be my 
opinions In rezard to their wisdom, my respect for 
States rights. States sovereignty, and the will of a ma- 
jority of the people, is such as to make ms acunles-e la 
their decision, and bow In respectful sibnilsslon to 
that will as long as I am a citixen of Kentucky. I ex- 
pect to follow her fo.-tunes through weal or woe. wheth- 
er ray counsels prevail or not — connselilng moderation, 
forbearance, and the tuitlvatlon of friendly relaUoas 
among those of oppislte opinions. To the accomplish- 
ment cf this end, and to keep the peace among our peo- 
ple, all my ed.-rt*, which hare heretofore been success- 
ful, will be directed. 

Preparations ars being made to prosecute the war 
upon the most gigaotlc seal s. If it continues, It will be 
tne most rightful of all civil wars that ha-> ever blai-k- 
eneitho history of tbe world, and must end In bank- 
ruptcy, anarchy, and ruin. Already our once prosoerous 
and hapny people are beginning to feel severely the 
burden of taxation, and reallia its demoralizing effect 
upon themselves. Tne laws are being dl -regarded — a 
tieiidisU sph'U Is being engendere 1 even between breth- 
ersand members of the •-ame family— all. everything. 
Indicating thtt it must end, even t' the present pur- 
poses ot theUovermentars finally accomplished. In the 
destru'-flon of all the m t trial Interests oi the country, 
tn the total demoraltzu’on of our people, and In the 
overthrow of our present svstem ol government. 

To pre-;''rve peace at home, and to avert tb'..s sad ca- 
lamitv, I will co-op»rate wl'.h you mojt earnestly and 
che- rfully in any just measures your wis.lom inav sug- 
gest.

dent of the United States: 

Sib: From the commencement of the 
unhappy hostilities now pending in this 
country, the people of Kentuoky have indi- 
cated an earnest desire and purpose, as far 
as lay in their power, while maintaining 
their original political status, to do nothing 
by which to involve them ia the war; up to 
this tims they have succeeded in securing to 
themselves and to the State peace and tran- 
quility as the fruits of the policy they 
adopted. My single object now is to pro- 
mote the continuauce of these blessings to 
the people of this State. 

Until within a brief period the people of 
Kentucky were quiet and tranquil, free 
from domestic strife, and undisturbed by 
internal commotion. They have resisted no 
law, rebelled against no authority, engaged 
in no revolution, but constantly proclaimed 
their firm determination to pursue their 
peaceful avocations, earnestly hoping that 
their own soil would be spared the presence 
of armed troops, and that the scene of con- 
flict would be kept removed beyond the 
border of their State. By thus avoiding all 
, occasions for the introduction of bodies of 
I armed soldiers, and offering no provocation 
for the presence of military force, the peo- 
ple of Kentucky have sincerely striven to 
preserve ia their State domestic peace and 
avert the calamities of sanguinary engage- 
ments. 

Recently a large body of soldiers have 
been enlisted in the United States army and 
collected in military camps in the central 
portion of Kentucky. This movement was 
preceded by the active organization of 
companies, regiments, &o., consisting of 
men sworn into the United States service, 
under officers holding commissions from 
yourself. Ordnance, arms, munitions and 
supplies of war are being transported into 
the State and placed in large quantities in 
these camps. In a word, an army is now 
being organized and quartered within the 
State, supplied with all the appliances of 
war, without the consent or advice of the 
authorities of the State, and without con- 
sultation with those prominently known and 
recognized as loyal citizens. This movement 
now imperils that peace and tranquility 
whioh, from the beginning of our pending 
difficulties, have been the paramount desire 
of this people, and which, up to this time, 
they have so secured to the State. 

Within Kentucky there has been, and is 
likely to be, no occasion for the pre.->ence of 
military force. Ihe people are quiet and 
tranquil, feeling no apprehension of any 
occasion arising to invoke protection from 
the Federal arm. They have asked that 
their territory be left free from milita 
ry occupation, and the present tranquility 
of their communication left uninvaded by 
soldiers. They do aot desire that Kentucky 
shall be required to supply the battle-field 
for the contending armies, or become the 
theater of the war. 

Now, therefore, as Governor ef the State 
of Kentucky, and in the name of the people 
I have the honor to represent, and with the 
single and earnest desire to avert from their] 
peaceful homes the horrors of war, I urge 
the removal from the limits of Kentucky 
of the military force now organized and in 
camp within the State. If such action as 
is hereby urged be promptly taken. I firmly 
believe ihe peace of the people of Kentucky 
will be preserved, and the horrors of a 
bloody war will be averted from a people 
now peaceful and tranquil.

To His Excellency. B. Magoffin, Oovernor of 

the State of Kentucky: 

Sib: Your letter of the 10th instant, in 
wh ich you “urge the removal from the 
I limits of Kentucky of the military force 
I now organized and in camp within said 
Sta'e,” is received. 

I may not possess full and precisely ac~ 
curate knowledge upon this subject, but I 
believe it is true that there is a military 
encampment within Kentucky, acting by 
authority of the United States, which force 
is not very large, and is not now being aug- 
mented. 

I also believe that some arms have been 
furnished to this force by the United States 

I also believe this force consists exclu- 
sively of Kentuckians, having their camp 
in the immediate vicinity of their own 
homes, and not assailing or menacing any 
of the good people of Kentncky. 

In all 1 have done in the premises, I have 
acted upon the urgent solicitations of many 
Kentuckians, and in accordance with what 
I believed and still believe to be the wish 
of a majority of all the Union loving people 
of Kentucky. 

While I have conversed on this subject 
with many eminent men of Kentucky, in- 
cluding a large majority of her members of 
Congress, I do not remember that any one 
of them, or any other person, except your 
Excellency and the bearers of your Excel- 
lency’s letter^ has urged me to remove the 
military force from Kentucky, or to dis- 
band it. One other very worthy oitizen of 
Kentucky did solicit me to have the aug- 
menting of the force suspended for a time. 

Taking all the means within my reach to 
form a judgment, I do not believe it is the 
popular wish of Kentucky that this foroe 
shall be removed beyond her limits; and 
with this impression, 1 must respectfully 
decline to remove it. 

1 most cordially sympathize with your 
Excellency in the wish to preserve the peace 
of my own native State, Kentuoky; but it 
is with regret I search and cauinot find, in 
your not very short letter, any declaration 
or intimation that yon entertain any desire 
for the preservation of the Federal Union.

WASHINOTO.V, Sept. 4 —The special to the 
New \ork Times says: The steamship R B 
Fords arrived at the navy yard this after- 
noon. Her captain, first and second mates, 

boatswain and carpenter were arrested by 
order of the Navy Department, and pat in 
double chains. The charge against them 
has not transpired, bat it is beieived their 
arrest has grown ont of their reckless oon- 
duot from tbs time they left the boat. 

Gonsideralle skirmishing transpired this 
morning near Bailey’s Cross Roads. An 
hsur before daylight the rebels in oonsidsr 
able force from Munson’s Hill drove in our 
pickets from the Cross Roads, and took 
possession of the point. Four corapaniss, 
commanded by Captain Leonard, drove the 
rebels hack, and again hold the position- 
Our forces sustained a loss of two killed 
Nearly twenty rebels were killed and 
wonnded, and five taken prisoners. They 
state that no intelligenre had been received 
of the death of Jeff. Davis. 

At five this afternoon our forces were in 
possession of the Cross Roads 

This afternoon Prof. Lows made another 
ascension near Fort Corcoran, accompanied 
by Generals McDowell and Porter. They 
ascended about 800 feet, and had a view of 
the rebel camp in the vicinity. 

Yesterday at 6 o'clock p. h a picket of 
the 4th Michigan was shot by a rebel picket, 
and died in an hour. 

A special dispatch to the New York 
Herald says: This morning a detaohment of 
men from two companies of the New York 
Fire Zouaves, under the direction of Gen. 
Sickles, captured four prominent rebel 
emissaries six miles below the east branoh 

Wm. Dorstemer, of Buffalo, has been 
appointed aid to General Fremont, with a 
Major's commission in the regular army. 
He will act as a military secretary. 

Col Lamon is here, having arrived with 
the editor of the Hagerstown Mail as a 
prisoner. As he passed through the place 
the population gave unmistakable signs of 
sympathy with the rebel editor. 

Sykaccse. N. Y , Sept. 4.— The following 
has been received in addition to the pro- 
ceedings of the Democratic Convention : 

Mr. Redfield. in bis speech on taking Ihe 
President’s chair, said he believed the 
country would never be relieved from its 
present difficulties but by maintaining the 
regular organization of the Democratic 
party. The party in power under the name 
of Republicans, after voting down every 
measure of compromise, including that sub- 
mitted by their own party friends, as if 
intending to still further exasperate the 
South, in violation of good faith again 
returned to the policy of prosecution. We 
have, therefore, as in 1844, the battle to fight 
over again. For this purpose, and to re- 
store the great and wise measure, the Demo- 
cratio party should preserve the indepen- 
dent organization, and to insure the most 
speedy conolusion ot this unnatural war. 
Civil war will never preserve, but forever 
destroy, the Union of these States. 

The decision admitting the Mozart and 
Tammany delegations, caused much excite- 
ment. 

There will probably be an exertion to 
reconsider the action of the Convention to- 
morrow. 

Immediately after the convention had 
assembled a motion to reconsider the vote 
on the resolution admitting the Mozart and 
Tammany delegation, yesterday, was made. 
A warm and splendid debate ensued, when 
the chair declared that the New York dele- 
gates had no right to speak or vote on the 
question. An appeal from this decision was 
taken, when the chair was sustained — 142 
to 62. After a long debate, the convention 
refused to lay the subject on the table by a 
vote of 91 to 112. 

The convention then refused to thear Mr. 
Me Master, of the Freeman’s Journal, speak, 
and ordered the main quesdon. A very 
strong debate ensued. The convention then 
ordered the main question, and the vote wss 
taken on the substitute offered yesterday 
admitting both delegations from New York, 
and it was lost — yeas 85, nays 120. 

The original resolution of the committee, 
admitting Tammaci, was then adopted, 
without calling the yeas and nays, tlpon 
the announcement of the result, Mr. Genet, 
on the part of the Mczarc delegation, rose 
and entered a protest against their rejec- 
tion of the representatives of 33,000 Demo- 
cratic votes in the city of New York. The 
delegation then withdrew. 

Qcisct, September 4. — A special dis- 
patch to the Chicago Tribune says: General 
Pope arrived last night and leaves this 
evening to take the field in Missouri. 

The rebels have tom up the railroad 
track and cut down the telegraph poles 
between Hurewell and Shelbina. Martin 
Green was between these places yesterday 
with a force of two thousand well armed 
men. and had two pieces of artillery. Gen. 
Hurlbert is reported west of Shelbina with 
1,200 or 1,500 Iowa and Illinois troops. 

I am authorized to say that the reports 
that Gen. Fremont had disapproved and 
CDuntermanded Gan. Pope’s orders regard- 
ing the policy adopted in Northern Missonri, 
and particularly with regard to levying 
contributions in Marion county and Pal- 
myra, are without the slightest foundation 
in truth. Gen. Pope will proceed immedi- 
ately with such force as will insure the 
complete execution of his policy. 

— A flag of 
truce from Norfo.k came in this morning 
They state that the North Carolina Confed- 
erotes are terribly exasperated in conse- 
quence of the recent victory.
